MENAGES ALLIES 


Situation in England, 
France and Italy Worse 
Than at Any Time Since 
Beginning of the War. 


Washington, January 6.-—The food 
situation in the allied countries of Eu- 
rope is graver than it has been at any 
time since the beginning of the war, 
and is giving American government of- 
ficilais deep concern, Official reports 
picture extreme food shortages in Eng- 
land, France and Italy. 

The fact that conditions in Germany 
and Austria are far worse offers the 
only ground for optimism in viewing 
the situation. 

In England and France the situation 
is described as critical in a cablegram 
to the food administration today from 
Lord Rhondda, the’ British food con- 
troller, which pie, Aes 2 with these 
words:

He han- 
dled three national conventions, two 
at which Bryan was nominated, and 
the Philadelphia convention at which 
McKinley and Roosevelt were nomi- 
nated. He was a guest in the home of 
McKinley several days during his fa- 
mous “front porch” campaign. It was 
through Mr. Hollomon that Admiral 
Dewey announced his candidacy for 
president, which the admiral withdrew 
shortly after its unfavorable recep- 
tion by the American people. 

Mr. Hollomon was one of the néws- 
paper men to interview Li Hung Chang 
on hig memorable trip around = the 
world. His labor-poll taken at the in- 
tersection of Broadway and Twenty- 
third street, New York, ten days prior 
to the 1900 election, Was quoted 
throughout the nation and was cited as 
having a potent influence on the vote. 

It was to Mr. Hollomon that Gover- 
nor Roosevelt issued his famous state- 
ment from the Walton hotel the right 
before the Philadelphia nomination 
that he would never permit himsélf to 
become the inetrument of Mark Hanna, 
and that under no circumstances would 
he.accept the nomination for vice pres- 
ident. The interview was published by 
the Associated Press and it brought the 
pressure so heavily upon him that he 
yielded and accepted the nomination 
which subsequently made him president 
by the assassination of McKinley.

H. Smith, assistant director general in,

$10. This maximum then will be 
charged for every day or fraction 
thereafter. Existing demurrage rates 
in most sections of the country are $1 
for the first day after the two days’, 
free time, $2 for the second day, $3 for 
the third day, $5 for the fourth day 
and for each day thereafter. Bven these 
rates are several times higher than) 
those which prevailed a year ago and 
which were raised last spring when 
congestion on eastern railroads became 
acute. Much higher rates are charged 
on the Pacific coast and in several oth- 
er districts. 

No changes will be made for the 
present in demurrage rules or rates on 
export freight. The new regulations, 
said Mr. McAdoo's order, “specifically 
contemplate the cancellation of all) 
average agreement provisions of exist- 
ing tariffs.”

Order of General Court- 
"Martial Affecting Atlanta 
Officer at Camp Wheeler 
Is Changed in Washington.

Camp Wheeler, Ga., January 6.— 
(Special.)—Brigadier General John lL. 
Hayden, commanding the Thirty-first 
division, has, in a general order, ad- 
ministered a reprimand to First Lieu- 


(Fifth Georgia) as a commutation of, 
the sentence of a general court-martial | 
which imposed a sentence of dismissal 
upon Lieutenant Jones, upon charges 
which have been under investigation 
and consideration for several months. 

Brigadier General Hayden's action 
was in compliance with the direction 
of President Wilson as set forth in a 
telegram from the adjutant general of 
the army, which reads as follows: 

“Sentence of dismissal imposed by 
general court-martial in case of First 
Lieutenant Thomas E. Jones, 122d in- 
fantry, confirmed by president, but is 
commuted to a reprimand to be admin- 
istered by division commander. As 
thus mitigated the sentence will be 
carried into execution. Inform him. 

(Signed) “M’CAIN.” 

Reprimand Severe, 

The general order publishes the fol- 
lowing reprimand: “In administering 
this reprimand to Lieutenant Thomas 
E. Jones, 122d infantry, the command- 
ing general wishes to call attention to 
the extreme seriousness of the offenses 
committed. 

“Lieutenant Jones was found guilty 
of gambling with enlisted men; of bor- 
rowing money from enlisted men; of 
taking women into private grounds for 
immoral purposes; of misappropriation 
of funds: of issuing checks upon a bank 
where he had no deposit of funds; of 
absence from a military formation. The 
commission of these offenses shows 
that Lieutenant Jones hag no concep- 
tion of the high standard of honor 
and morality which are indispensable 
attributes of an officer. By gambling 
with and borrowing money from en-. 
listed men, Lieutenant Jones failed to 
maintain the dignity of his office and 
broke down the fundamental principles 
of discipline which is indispensable to 
an organization. ae 

‘Unless Lieutenant Jones at once 
changes his entire conception of honor, 
morality and discipline and cgnducts 


himself accordingly, his usefulness to 
the government as an officer will be 
at an end.

Judge Cobb Says State 
Officials Can’t Be Taxed 
But Should Pay Anyhow 


Athens, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)— 
Judge Andrew J. Cobb, presiding over 
the superior court of the western cir- 
cuit, for years member of the Georgia 
supreme court, and leader in this part 
of the state the past year in all patri- 
otic movements, is out with an expres- 
sion which will be of interest to all 
the state officers—or all branches of 
the government—in Georgia and in 
other states. 

He points out specifically that the 
federal government has no right to 
compel state officers to pay income tax 
on their salaries—and indicated the 
reasons for this provision of the federal 
constitution. But he makes the point 
that in this war emergency, when the 
burden is falling on millions of shoul- 
ders, the holders of state offices should 
voluntarily make returns of their sal- 
aries as incomes, just as private citi- 
zens are required to do, and bear their 
share of the war burden in this way. 
He adds that this patriotic action on 
the part of all officers paid by the 
states would not invalidate their right 
after peace times have returned from 
claiming constitutional exemption from 
the federal income tax.

New York, January 6.—Grover Alex- 
ander won the title of leading pitcher 
in the National league with an average 
of least rums earned per game of 1.85. 
Perritt, of New York, was a close sec- 
ond with 1.88, followed by Schupp with 
1.96, The latter led all others in games 
won and lost with a percentage of .750, 
this figure representing 21 winning 
and 7 losing games. Five of the ten 
leading pitchers were left-handers.

Schneider, of Cincinnati, for 
illustration, barely won more games 
than he lost, yet is rated fourth in the 
official standing with an earned run 
average of 1.97. 

Phil Douglas, of Chicago, pitched in 
the greatest number of games—51— 
followed by Barnes,,of Boston, with 60.
